OPENING OF THE POLIS. 


The polls were opened at six o’clock in 
the morning at the Court House, with three 
ballot boxes and three sets of officers and 
clerks,and every arrangement was made 
to afford sufficient facilities for voting to 
enable every legal voter in the city to ex- 
ercise the elective franchise. 

BLOCKING UP THE ENTRANCE TO THE POLLS. 


Some time after the polls were opened a, 


large body, of colored men, a great propor- 
tion of whom were said to be from the 
country, and who had no right to vote in 
the city under the rules prescribed by the 
Ordinary, marched up to the main en- 
trance on the west side of the Court House 
and blocked up the passage so that it was 
almost impossible for voters to pass in and 
gain aecess to the ballot boxes. At about 
eight o’clock the employees. of the Central 


Railroad marched up in a body for the | 


purpese of voting. 
THE RIOT. 


The railroad men finding the entrance to 
the polls blocked up by a large and com- 
pact body of colored men, stated that they 
could not afford to lose a day’s work, and 
if they could not promptly gain access to 
the ballot box they would be compelled to 
return to their work without voting. Mr. 
J. B. Killourhy, one of the sheriff’s special 
deputies, volunteered to open a for 
them through the dense crowd of colored 
men, and as he made the attempt he was 
violently assaulted and struck a club 
by a colored man, inflicting an ugly wound. 
Sheriff Dooner then called upon the city 

lice force to aid him in cleariag the way. 

ieutenant Howard, who was in command 
promptly responded to the Sheriff and or- 
dered his force to«clear-the way, when 
police officer R.. E, Reed made an attempt 
to drrest a negro who was Very disorderly, 
whereupon the omy fired a ptstol, the ball 
of which entered bedy of. officer Reed 
at the lower part of, the abdomen, inflicting 
a mortal wound. The negroes then com- 
menced an indiscrimate assanit upon the 
police, in which elabs, stones, brickbats 
and pistols were freely used. The police 
first fired their pistols in the air, but find- 
ing this did not induce the negroes to de- 
sist, they fired into the crowd,

INQUEST UPON THE BODY OF PETER HoOP- 
KINS, (COLORED.) 


Peter Roberts, (colored) was sworn and 
ed substantially as 8 :—Ii went 
to the Court House between eight and nine 
o'clock ; shortly afterwards I heard the re- 
geet of firearms; I saw the city police 
ring into the crowd, and the solened i - 
at the sume time firing at the ice ; 
uring the firing I saw the deceased fall; 
[ went to him and found him to be dead. 
Benjamin F. Cole, ex- sheriff of Chatliam 
steps sworn :—I first went tothe west 
end of the Court House, and, upon my ar- 
rival, heard many threats made by the 
colored men against the whites, with sticks 
raised at the same time; I retired to the 
rear of the Court House to see the 
County Sheriff for the purpose of quelling 
the excitement, but did not see that officer ; 
while in the Court House, a number of 
policemen went to the west end; I then 
went out of the Court House door at the 
east end and went around to the west end: 
on my way | heard the report of fire-arms, 
and on my aprival I saw brickbats flying 
into the crowd in front of the western 
door; the brickbats were thrown by the 
eolored men; [ saw two colored men draw 
revolvers and fire into the crowd; before 
they fired I begged them to desist, but they 
paid no attention to me whatever; I do 
not know the deceased. 
ey) cco Scott (colored) was sworn 
and identified thedeceased as being Peter 
Hopkins. 


VERDICT OF THE JURY. 


“We, the jury, find that the deceased 
came to his death by a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by some person to the jury unknown, 
during a riot between the city police and 
the colored people, between eight and nine 
o’clock a.

A LADY WOUNDED.

ed the calf of her leg, and glanced down- 
ward, inflicting a very painful but not dan- 
gerous wound. When last heard from the 
ball had not been extracted. 


THE MAYOR THREATENED, 


Shortly after the firing ceased, as Colo- 
nel Anderson, the Mayor of the city, was 
approaching the Court House, he observed 
a colored man lying dead in the street, and 
stepping aside to look at the dead body, a 
colored man remarked that the colored 
people were able to drive the white people 
from the polls, and they ought to do it, 
whereupon His Honor arrested the colored 
individual anc a furious attempt was made 
to rescue the prisoner, but by the aid of

From the Macon Telegraph. | 
Applying Guano to Wheat Lands. 


A Jones county 7 correspondent asks : 
“Will you or some of your readers, in an 
early number of the Telegraph, give the 
modje of manuring wheat lands with 
guano?” Let our planting friends, who 
have had practical experience on the sul- 
jeet, send us their answers to the question. 
Awaiting these, we will give the pl n we 
should adopt, in the absence of a seeder or 
driller, which we hope a'l our planters wil! 
provide themselves with at the earliest op- 
portunity. With the driller, the seed in 
the ground (the later properly adulterated) 
are applied at the same time in the drill 
with much more efficacious and economi- 


eal effect to the plant. But assuming that 
we have no driller or seeder, we should | 
proceed as follows: 

After breaking up the ground thorough- | 
iy to the depth of six to ten inches, we 
should lay it off in the yusyal fashion ani | 
scatter the seed with as much uniformity 
as possible, using say a bushel or a bushel | 
and a half to the acre. Let the sower be 
followed ata short disiance by the hand | 
whe applies the fertilizer.
